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The Pork Barrel 


FOREIGN relations may become strained 

and wars may impend, but nothing 
can militate against the one 
great institution in American 
politics known as ‘‘the pork 
barrel.’’ 

There is a pork barrel in 
every legislative body. Some 
of these barrels are compara- 
tively small. One may be 
found standing unassumingly 
in the corner even of an aver- 
age aldermanic chamber. It is a larger 
barrel in a State Legislature, and it 
reaches its maximum in size in Congress. 

The national pork barrel usually mas- 
querades under the name of a bill pre- 
tending to conserve, dredge, deepen or 
otherwise meddle with rivers and har- 
bors. A congressman who has no creek 
in his bailiwick that needs government 
money is quite a curiosity. Sometimes, 
if he has no creek to make navigable, he 
has some scheme quite as impressive, and 
he is apt to get money for his neighbor- 
hood in some way. Congress in this mat- 
ter is really a co-operative body. One 
congressman will help another, on the 
theory that the other will help him, and 
this is a combination hard to beat. 

There is some jocularity in Congress— 
and especially in the House—whenever 
the lid is taken off the empty pork barrel 
and the process of filling begins. Members 
who have no constituents to placate with 
an appropriation—and they are rare birds 
—or who have been unable to put their

wishes over are apt to be facetious at the 
expense of others who have been lucky. 

Thus the other day in the House, when 
an item in the river and harbor bill ap- 
propriating $47,000 for the Kissimmee 
River in Florida was reached, Repre- 
sentative Callaway, of Texas, laughed 
and remarked that he had been informed 
that the water in the Kissimmee gets so 
low at times that people along its banks 
have to insure it against fire. And when 
an item for $164,000 to improve the Ar- 
kansas River was reached, Representative 
Murdock, of Kansas, wished to know what 
it was for. Representative Sparkman re- 
plied that the money was to enable an 
engineer to pull snags out of the river, 





whereupon Mr. Murdock responded that 
the water was ‘‘generally so low that you 
couldn’t raise snags in it if you tried.’’ 
Truly, the river and harbor bill affords 
moments of relaxation in the House. It 
offers a great opportunity for congres-
